in its infancy, the people grew np with 
and about the holy priest to love him 
and worship at his shrine. 


To the poor Indians he was priest, 


counsellor and friend. 
He tanght them 


the way of the righteoou, guarded them 
•gainst the wily "traders," and watchec 
over them with a fatherly care. 
It is 


not to be wondered at that he softened 
heir savage hearts and enjoyed their 
devotion for he knew not deceit. 


The Protestants esteemed Father

3hrist is sounded in America by Catholic 
ongne, then Is Monsignor Benoit 
known; there beloved aud there his loss 
sorrowed. In the pulpit he wag earnest, 


isible and brilliant. In the councils 


of the church he was eloquent, masterly 
and inspired. At the Vatican he was 
istened to' with profound respect and 
tonored for hit manly conduct. 


He had not an enemy in the world, 


and his face always beamed with- that 
wly grace that commended him as a 
member of the papal house-hold and an 
adviser at the head of the Roman Cath- 
olic chureh. 


In his death. Fort Wayne looses .one 
f its founders,' as well as one of its 
greatest and grandest citizens.

He encouraged every one to 


uild up the city and led the work him- 


self by erecting .the most magnificent 
Lurch edifice in the west. 
The whole life of the saintly priest

In all the trials and tribulations 
f missionary life he never neglected a 
uty, never avoided a task.

id this territory when it was a wilder- 
ess, and in sunshine and storm the 
ospel oi Christ was preached by his 
ps, the afflicted comforted by his holy 
reeenae, and the feeble strengthened by 
is voice. 
His charity knew no bounds and 
lionsandB con testify to his liberality, 


purse waa a fountain from which 


oured' comfort to the needy and his 
ght hand knew not what his left hand 
id. He utilized his fortune to conceal 
overty and relieve distress. In this 


way went the greater part of his wealth 
while the cause of Christianity and edn- 
atipn received the rest 
The last time Monsignor licni.it ad- 
ressed a public assemblage was on the 
ccasion of his third .return from Europe, 
rom a carriage in front of the Episcopal 
esidenco he spoke with emotion and in 
trembling voice told his beloved hearers 
ow glad he was to again see their fa- 


miliar faces and be at his old home—a 


ome and people he loved so dear. At 
to close of his remarks not a dry eye 
3oked at the priest, who himself was 
veroome. 
All through hia life Monsiguor Benoit 
njoyed the best of health aud Almighty 
od seemed to especially bless him for 
lie holy work of his long clerical career, 
few months ago symptoms of aaueor 


manifested themselves and th'o disease 


icreased in severity Until pycomia ad- 
ed its deathly fangs to its fatal prede- 
OBsor. During his illness the venerable 
relate was as cheerful and buoyant as 
f old and lie seemed to accept his ail- 
icut« and pain OH blessings from his 
taker. Up to within the past few dnys 
ia miud won clear and his facultiea ro- 
nued their vigor, but as the Mood 
oisoii permeated his p.ystem his.reasoii 
ittcd on its throne. Only ono endowed 
ith indomitable will power and almost 
upcrhuinim ncrvo could have battled 


so long against disease in so maliguau 
a form. But endurance has a limit am 
the aged prelate passed away peacefully 
at 8:15 last night. 


HIOOKAI'HICAI,. 


The following actuate sketch of Moii 


signer Benoit's life is gleaned from a 
pamphlet prepared by a member of the 
Episcopid household, for publication: 


Julian Benoit was born at Septmoncel 


France, October .17, 1808, of humble 
French parents. He was the tenth o 
eleven children and lived to £ce them al 
buried. His father and mother both 
died iu 1852, aged eighty seven am 
eighty-five years, respectively. 


When eight years of age young Be- 


noit went to school, where he remainec 
eight yean. 
Then he went to the sem- 


inary of Orgelot and graduated from tin 
seminary of Lons-de-Sauuier. 


When he concluded his theological 


studies he was too young for- ordination 
and accepted a professorship in the 
seminary of Arenthod, where he taught 
for one year. Then he went to tho semi- 
lary at Lyons, where for four years he 
held a professor's chair. Here he met 
Bt. Bev. Bishop Brute, of Tiuceunes, 
bid., who was then in France searching 
tor theologians willing to serve God as 
missionaries iuAmerica. ft DeacoulSeuoit 
agreed to leave his native laud and set 
soil for America from 'Havre de Grace, 
June 1,1836. 


He landed in New York July 22,1836, 


after a voyage of fifty-two days, and 
proceeded at once to Baltimore,with the 
Snlpician fathers, where-he remained a 
:ew months and was ordained a priest on 
St. Mark's day, 1837, by Bt. Eev. Bishop 
Brute. 


Soon after he came towards Indiana 


and was stationed near Evansville, on 
;he Ohio ~ River. He served in several 
other missions later, but on the 16th 
day of April, 1840,- he came to Fort 
Wayne. This was a primitive village 
then. The old fort stood near the Mou- 
rn™ river and the council house was on 
•tat Main street. 
Father Beuoit found 


tero a frame chureh, 35x65, and of rude 
construction. 
He made his home for a 


time with Hon. Francis Comparet, but 
soon built a house' for himself. 
His 


mission at first included Avilla, French 
settlement, Columbia City, Blue Biver, 
iuntington, Deoatnr, New Haven and 
Hesse Castle, at which places he built 
temples in which to serve the Lord. 


The construction of the Wabash and 


3rie canal began in 1840, and as the 
work progressed Father Benoit's mis- 
sion waa extended to Defiance, Ohio. 
Over all this territory, then inhabited by 
he Miami Indians, and a few white sel- 
lers and canal laborers, the missionary 
ather traveled on horseback. 
He said 


at every place, administered the 


ocramenta of baptism, communion, and 
marriage, and the sacrament of extreme 
unction when it was possible to reach 
the sick persou alive. 


Wh«n Father Beuoit came here a debt 


of (5,000 hung over the little Catholic 
hurch aud half of the present cathedral 
square on which it stood. He paid this 
money and later purchased the other 
lalf of what is now the handsomest 
block in the city. 


In 1818, after the death of. Godfrey, 


hen war chief of the Miamis, and Bich- 
ardville, thoir peace chief, the govern- 
ment ordered the Indians to move to the 
erritory of Kansas. 
Without Father 


teuoit, their counsellor and best friend, 
he Indians would not go. At the urgent 
request of the commander of the United 
States troops, and in order to prevent 
Dloodshed, Father Benoit did go to Kan- 


with the Indians, following en route 


here, the Wabash and Erie canal and 
be Ohio aud Mississippi rivers to Evans- 
ille and St. Louis. 
Then a stage was 


aken to the present site of Kansas City, 
rhere he remained about tlwo weeks. 
After his return here Father JBeniot 


raveled extensively until 1857, when the 
iocese of Fort Wayne was organized, 
with Bt. Kev. John A.. Lners as its first 


iahop. 
Father Beniot then had an opportunity 


o go to Tiucennes or Toledo but pre- 
erred to remain here, where he was 
ppointed vicar general by Rt, Bev. 
Jishop Luers. 
In 18GO, with just $1,000 on hand, 
he vicar general began tlie con- 
truction.of the magnificent cathedral, 
loney come to the beloved priest from 
Catholics and Protestants alike, and in 


autumn of 1861, he witnessed the 


edication of one of the finest church 
nildings iu the nation. 
Father Beuoit thrice visited Europe. 
?he first time was in 1841, when he re- 
mained abroad until the summer of 1842. 
n the autumn of 1865 he visited Europe 
second time to remain thirteen months, 
ud the third time iu 1874, on the occa- 
on of the American pilgrimage to 
lomo. On each occasion Jt'athcr Benoit 
ail audience with tho popo. 
He was theologian to Bt. Rev. Bishop 
iiiers at the second plenary council of 
JaUimqro, in 18G6. 
At tho death of 


ishop Lners in 1871, Father Benoit 
eciuno administrator of tho diocese of 
'ort Wayne, and in 1872, when Kov. 
osoph Dwongor was created bishop of 
'ort Wayne, ho was again named as 
icar general, and whon Bt. Rev. Bishop 
>wougov visited Bomo, in 1883, ho made 
lie distinguished prelate administrator. 
Pope Loo. XIII., on the 12th day of 
lino, 1883, undo Father Beuoit a prelate 
f tho papal household, privileged him 


to wear the pnrpleand conferred on him 
the title of monsignor. 
i On the occasion of the third plenary 
council of Baltimore, Monsiguor Beuio 
was invited by Bt. Bev. Bishop Dweuger 
and Arch Bishop Gibbous to attend am 
be assigned a prominent place in the 
conclave. 


Thus ran the life of natures nobleman 


aud one of the grandest prelates of thi 
Boman Catholic chnrch. His memorj 
will always be cherished and he "wraps 
the drapery of his conch about him to 
lie down to pleasant dreams." 


FBOM HOKSIONOB BBNOn's FEN. 


The only thing historical ever written 


by' Monsignor Benoit, is the following 
early history of the Cathedral and it wil 
be of interest: 


The Jesuit missionaries that may have 


visited I'ort Wayne when it was a mere 
trading post have left here no record of 
their labors. The few Catholics that re- 
sided here were visited, for the first time 
on record, on the 3d of June, 1830, by 
Very Bevereud Stephen TheodoreBodin, 
toe first ordained priest in the United 
States. 
He was then vicar general of 


the diocese of Bardstown, Ky., and Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. At that time (1830,) the 
state of Indiana was within the limits of 
the diocese of Bardstown, the bishop of 
iriiioh was the Bt. Bev. Benedict Joseph 
Wagef, consecrated November 4, 1810. 
lis first coadjutor was Bt Bev. John 
B. David, consecrated bishop of Manri- 
caatro August 15,1819; and his second 
coadjutor was Bt. Bev. Guy Ignatius 
Jhabert, consecrated bishop of Bolivia, 
July 20,1834, whilst his third coadjutor 
was Bt. Bev. Martin John Spalding, 
consecrated September 10,1848, bishop 
of Langone, after the see of Bardstown 
had been transferred to the city of Louis- 
ville, in the same state of Kentucky. 


Tho same Very Bev. Steven Theodore 


Jadin repeated his visits to Fort Wayne 
in 1831, offered the holy sacrifice of the 
mass and preached in the residence of 
Francis Comparet, esq., and, in 1832, 
when he performed the functions of his 
ministry in the residence of John B. 
Beqneite, esq., whose wife is still living 
n Fort Wayne at the present day^ 


The next priest who visited this city 


was Bevereud Picot, then pastor of the 
Catholics of Vincennes, Knox county, 
ud., Septem her 25, 1832. 
Then Very 


Bevereud Steven Theodore Badin was 
igain in Fort Wayne, December 20,1832. 
Jev. 
Boheme, also, in 1832. 
Very 


leverend Stephen Theodore Badin in 
1838 and 1834. Bev. Simon P. Lulu 
miere, who died when pastor of the 
Catholics of Tern Hante, visited this 
>lace in 1835. 
Bev. Felix Matthew 


Buff, in 1835. 
Bev. I F. Terooren, in 


1836. 
Bev. Father Francis, stationed at 


tiofransport, visited the Catholics of Fort 
Yayne in January, February, May, 
Tune, July aud August 


The first priest permanently appointed 


lastorofthe Catholic congregation of 
'ort Wayne was Bev. LouisMnller, who 
took possession in August, 1836, aud re- 
mained until the ICth of April, 1840. 


In 1838, Fort Wayne was visited by 


bo Bt. Bev. Saintly Simon Gabriel 
Irate, first bishop of Vincennes. In 
ho beginning of 1840, Bishop Gnyne- 
mende la Htulanidiere, second bishop of 
Vincennes, appointed Bev. Jnlien Benoit 
lastor of St. Augustine's chnrch, Fort 
Wayne, having to attend LaGro, Hnnt- 
ington, Columbia City, Warsaw, Gosheu, 
Avilla, New France, New Haven, Be- 
oncou, Hesse Cattle and Decatnr. His 
first assistant was Bev. Joseph Homison. 


saintly young priest, who died at Lo- 
aueport in the early part of 1842. 
His 


second assistant was Bev. Joseph Bu- 


olf, who died in Oldenburg, Franklin 


county, after many years of hard mis- 
ionary labors. His third assistant was 
i. Carins, who remained but a short 
me, and is now pastor of Junction City, 


Kan. 
The fourth was Alphonse Minis-' 


hiua, who is pastor of Lanesville, Vin- 
ennes diocese. The fifth was Bev. Ed- 
ward Foller, who is now in Tell City, 
'iucemies diocese. Under Father Fal- 
er the German speaking part of St 


Augustine's congregation built a church 
uid a Bchoolhonse. and that formed the 
first Germ in-speaking congregation in 
Fort Wayne. 
Itev. Edward Fallerwas 


the first pastor of the new church, placed 
under the patronage of the Mother of 
God and called St. Mary's. The divis- 
ion took place in 1849.

To morrow the cathedral will be appro- 


priately draped in mourning for the ap- 
proaching funeral ceremonies of Monsig- 
nor Benoit. 
Thursday morning at 7 


o'clock the remains will be placed in the 
church where they can be reviewed all 
the day. 


The hour for the funeral Friday morn- 


ing win be given to-morrow. 


Tho LaFayette Jburnolnotesat length 


She death of Judge B, C. Gregory, a 
brilliant member of the legal profession 
and on honored citizen of LaFayette.
